Delhi, the 31 st July 1964 

No. F.6(36)/64-F&CS.— Whereas in the opinion of the Ad- 
ministrator of the Union Territory of Delhi it necessary so 
to do for securing the maintenance and increase of supplies 
and services essential to the life of the community. 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by rule 
125 of’ the Defence of India Rules, 1962. the Administrator 
hereby makes the following Order, namely:— 

Order 

1. (1) This oTder may be called the Delhi Prevention of 
Hoarding of Foodgrains Order, 1964. 

(2) It extends to the whole of the Union Territory of Delhi. 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 

2. In this Order unless the context otherwise requires:— 

(a) “Administrator” means the Administrator of the 
Union Territory of Delhi. 

(b) “Director” means the Director of Civil Supplies, 
Delhi: and includes the Joint Director Civil Sup- 
plies, Delhi and Civil Supplies Officer, Delhi; 

(c) “Foodgrains” means any one or more of the food- 
grains specified in the Schedule to this Order includ- 
ing products of such foodgrains other than husk and 
bran; 

(d) “Producer” means a person who produces foodgrains 
from his own/leased land by personal cultivation. 

3. (1) No person, other than a dealer who holds a valid 
licence under the Delhi Foodgrain Dealers Licensing (No. 2) 
Older, 1964. shall, individually or jointly with any other per- 


son. at any one time, hold stock of any one foodgrain exceed- 
ing 10 quintals in weight or all foodgrains taken together 
exceeding 25 quintals in weight without obtaining a permit 
from the Director and otherwise than in accordance with the 
conditions specified in the permit. 

(2) Nothing in sub-clause (1) shall apply to the stocking 
by a producer of any foodgrains produced by his personal 
cultivation provided such stock does not exceed 25 quintals 
in case of any one foodgrain and 40 quintals in case of all 
foodgrains taken together. 

(3) Any person holding stock of any foodgrain in excess of 
the quantities specified in sub-clause (1) Or sub-clause (2), 
as the case may be, on the date this Order comes into force 
shall, within one week of such enforcement, apply to the 
Director for obtaining such permit. 

4. The Director or any other officer authorised by him in 
writing in this behalf may with a view to securing compliance 
with this order or for satisfying himself that this Order has 
been complied with— 

(a) require any person to give any information with 
regard to foodgrains in his possession; 

(b) inspect or cause to be inspected any book or docu- 
ment or any stock of foodgrains belonging to or under 
the control of any person and take such book or 
document or stock in his possession; and 

(c) enter and search or authorise any person to enter and 

search any premises or place and seize or authorise 
any person to seize any stock of foodgrain in respect 
of which the Director or the authorised officer sus- 
pects that anv provision of this Order has been, is 
being or is about to be contravened. 

5. The Administrator may from time to time exempt any 
person or class of persons from the operation of all or any 
of the provisions of this Order and mav, at any time by 
like order, suspend or cancel such exemption. 

6. Any stock of foodgrains held in contravention of the pro- 
visions of this Order shall be liable to be forfeited to Govern- 
ment under orders of the Court trying such contravention.
